In the instant case the product as claimed 
can be used in a method of inhibiting the corrosion of a metal surface by directly 
applying the product to said metal surface. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
